LIKELY 10 DEFEAT 
ARMS CONFERENCE 


Coming of Houghton and 
Gibson Is Linked 
With Question. 


PRESIDENT SEEKING 
REAL INFORMATION 


France’s Opposition Reflected 
in Bickerings Over 
Council Seats. 


By ALBERT W. FOX. 
What means will the League of 
Nations employ to hoodwink the 
United States and defeat President 
Coolidge’s plan for a disarmament 
conference, while pretending to 
favor such a conference? 

This, according to well-informed 
diplomats here, is one of the ques- 
tions to be associated with the 
visit of Alanson B. Houghton, 
American Ambassador to Great 
Britain, and Hugh S. Gibson, Amer- 
ican Minister to Switzerland. 

Now that the league has made 
scraps of paper of pledges made at 
Locarno, in order to conform to the 
political wishes of France and Po- 
land, the assumption here is that 
the league, as a matter of course, 
will resort to intrigue in order to 
enable France and Poland to pre- 
vent the holding of the kind of 
disarmament conference, which 
President Coolidge has had in mind 
for two years or more. 


Actual Facts Sought. 


Thus, a situation is admittedly 
presented in which the United 
States is allowed to nourish a fof- 
lorn hope respecting the disarma- 
ment conference, while the league 
members are taking advance steps 
either to defeat the conference al-' 
together or make the results en- 
tirely abortive, if such a conference 
is held. As an important feature of 
President Coolidge’s foreign policy 
has had to do with the prospects of 
such a conference, it may be high 
time for the United States govern- 
ment to see the situation as it 
really is rather than as this gov- 
ernment hopes it may be. 
President Coolidge let it become 
known yesterday that Secretary of 
State Kellogg summoned = Mr. 
Houghton and Mr. Gibson to Wash- 
ington to discuss the prospective 
disarmament conference. Nothing 
was said by the White House 
spokesman to indicate what the 
President thought about the pros- 
pects. It was said that other mat- 
ters would be discussed and that 
Mr. Houghton would be the guest 
at the White House when he ar- 
rived. 

The United States accepted the 
invitation of the league to send rep- 
resentatives to a preliminary con- 
ference which was scheduled for 
February. Mr. Gibson was to be 
America’s representative. Then ¥% 
postponement of the preliminary 
meeting was had until May 5. Now 
the question is, according to reliable 
information, whether there can be 
a further postponement or whether 
some other means should best be 
employed to keep this question

The administration’s bill to 
create a bureau of prohibition in 
the Treasury Department, bearing 
the approval of the Antisaloon 
league and 0prohibition leaders 
generally, was approved yesterday 
by the House ways and. means 
committee.

One of these said later that he 
had noticed a great change in the 
colonel’s appearance since he saw 
him last, three weeks ago.

Erysipelas Serum 
Called Effective 


Rochester, N. Y., March 16 (By 
A. P.).—A specific serum for the 
cure of erysipelas, and produced 
from a single type of streptococus 
erysipelatis, has been announced 
here by Dr. Konrad E, Birkhaug, 
assistant in bacteriology at the 
school of medicine of the University 
of Rochester. 

Dr. Birkhaug, who began study 
of the serum while at Johns Hop- 
kins, declared that never before has 
the specific serum been obtained. 
He said that through its injection 
during the first three days of an 
erysipelas case there is a return to 
normal pulse and temperaturg with- 
in twelve to eighteen hours, and 
decreased toxic expression and skin 
eruption.

With 15,000 
green men it is obvious that no time 
could be lost if the division was to 
be ready to take its place in the 
line after five weeks, the average 
time allowed new divisions for train- 
ing in France. From dawn till 
dark, the fields and hillsides were 
alive with men, drilling, manoeuver- 
ing and practicing their weapons.

Our stay at Robert Espagne was 
short, orders being received to 
move the division by motor trucks 
on September 12 and to relieve the 


157th French division in sector 304. 
The movement was made by night, 
the troops being carried in French 
truck trains, driven by stolid little 
Annamite chauffeurs, to the vicini- 
ty of Dombasle, where they were 
debussed and marched to the cover 
of woods before daybreak. Due to 
delays in spotting some of the 
French truck trains, the movement 
to Dombasle could not always be 
completed before daybreak and at 
least one battalion must have been 
seen by a low flying aviator who 
breezed over inopportunely just as 
the battalion had debussed and 
formed up. 

There was no inkling that the 
division was to face any experience 
other than a stay of several weeks 
in a quiet sector, and dispositions 
were made accordingly. The 313th 
infantry, commanded by Col. Claude 
B. Sweezey, took over the left half 
of the sector and the 315th infantry, 
commanded by Col. A. C. Knowles, 
took over the right half. It was 
planned to relieve these regiments 
after ten days by the other two 


infantry regiments of the division, 


but before this could be done things 
began to happen. 

Scarcely had the relief of the 
French division been effected, on

While all 
troop movements were to be made 
under cover of darkness and troops 
kept out of sight during daylight, 
there were many breaches of orders, 
particularly by the heavy French 
artillery, which could not have es- 
caped the notice of so watchful and 
vigilant an enemy.

His papers revealed him uas 2nd 
Lieut. Frederick von Frienburg, 18 
years of age, of the Prussian guards 
and son of a German division com- 
mander. Our own casualties were 
several men wounded. 

Having failed in their first at- 
tempt, the Germans executed a 
formidable raid against the same 
point of the line in the early morn- 
ing of September 22, using a bat- 
‘alion of shock troops, especially 
organized for the raid. Under cover 
of a box barrage the raiding party 
attacked the line but was met by 
rifle fire, grenades and finally bayo- 
nets and driven off. Unfortunately 
one Man was captured, a runner, 
who fell into the hands of a few 
of the enemy who had penetrated to 
the rear of the line. This raid cost 
us, besides the captured American, 
four men kilied, two officers and 
nine men wounded. The enemy 
did not escape unscathed leaving 
several dead in our front, besides 
che man captured. A German bulle- 
tin of information, subsequently 
captured, carried a report of this 
raid and the ecapture of the lone 
American, but this @as enough to 
establish the presence of the 
Seventy-ninth division in the line. 
On the occasion of his visit to my 
command post on the afternoon of 
September 25, Gen. Pershing stated 
that he had not intended the 
Seventy-ninth division to relieve the 
French observation line in order to 
guard against just such a _con- 
tingency. Apparently the Frerch 
corps, which directed the relief, had 
overlooked this point. 

While raids have but a trifling in- 
fluence on the outcome of larger 
operations they are full of thrills 
tor the men involved and serve to 
guage the courage, bearing and 
temper of troops. I was exceeding- 
ly gratified that the green and in 
experienced men of the 313th infan- 
try had given such an excellent aoc- 
count of themselves.

TRAFFIC EDUCATION, 

The committee on causes of accidents of the 
national conference on street und highway 
safety, mecting in Washington, contributes 
some important information to the general sub- 
ject of traffic regulation. It is asserted that 
the number of fatal collisions of motor vehicles 
with pedestrians is increasing at an alarming 
rate, out of proportion to the total number of 
accidents from other causes, and that very few 
of the more thun 23,000 annual deaths can 
be set down us unavoidable. Ina large way, it 
is cluimed, the increase may be attributed to 
the lack of education on the part of the public 
und the failure to study traffic rules. 

[It has been impossible in the few years since 
the advent of the motor cur to alter the public 
highways in such way as to meet the need of 
the enormous growth of vehicular traffic. Nor 
have pedestrians and operators of cars had 
time to acquire the skill and judgment neces: 
sary to deal with the growing number of haz- 
ards. It is held that not only must these haz- 
ards be reduced, but there must be a con- 
certed movement to improve the streets in 
order to make it possible more efficiently to 
handle the traffic.

| Meeting Today Thought Like- 
ly to Bring Demand for 
Full Investigation. 


MEMBERS RESENTFUL 
OF ASHFORD CHARGES 
Report on Recent Strike at 
Armstrong High School 
Also to Be Made. 


Formal demand that Congress 
investigate fully the handling of 
school building and repair funds 
'probably will be made by the board 
of education at its meeting in 
Franklin school this afternoon. 

Board members and school exec- 
utives are resentful of the infer- 
ence made by Snowden Ashford, 
) former municipal architect and a 
critic of the school administration, 
in his testimony last week before 
the House committee holding hear- 
ings on the Gasque elective school 
board bill. 

A resolution has been prepared 
for adoption by the full board at 
its meeting: today. Although Mr. 
Ashford probably will not be men- 
tioned specifically, the resolution 
will leave no doubt about what 
charges the board speaks when it 
demands that Congress investigate 
the Ashford criticisms fully. 


Difficulty Encountered by Board. 


Ernest Greenwood, board mem- 
ber and former chairman of the 
board committee on repairs, is ex- 
pected to set forth in some detail 
the difficulties encountered by the 
board and school officials in the 
past and demonstrate that the in- 
adequacy of funds to complete all 
details of new buildings and their 
insufficiency to permit all needed 
repairs has-been publicly set forth 
many times by the board. 

This matter is expected to share 
interest with the report on responsi- 
bilitv for the recent strike of the 
pupils of Armstrong Colored High 
school, which is to be submitted by 
Garnet C. Wilkinson, assistant su- 
perintendent in charge of colored 
schools. 


Strike Responsibility Unfixed. 


His investigation, carried on for 
several weeks, and involving the de- 
tailed questioning of all teachers 
and officers of the Armstrong 
school, has not enabled Mr. Wilkin- 
son to fix responsibility on any one 
for fostering the strike, it is un- 
derstood. He has, however, found 
a general absence of any definite 
action which could be expected to 
rrevent the strike until plans for 
it had been so fully developed that 
ii was impossible to stop it. 

Censure of the school officers for 
their failure to take positive action 
is expected to be recommended by 
Mr. Wilkinson to the board. He 
refused, however, to disclose what 
he will recommend. The report will 
be considered at a conference-with 
Stephen E. Kramer, acting super- 
intendent of schools, this morning. 
Mr. Kramer will preside at the 
board meeting today.

ARREST OF CAFE HEAD 
FOR CONTEMPT ASKED 


Maple inn Proprietor Accused 
of Violating Liquor ‘‘Pad- 
lock” Injunction. 


Contempt proceedings against 
Harry Maynard, proprietor of the 
Maple Inn cafeteria, 1416 K street 
northwest, were begun yesterday in 
equity court by District Attorney 
Peyton Gordon, who charges that 
Maynard has violated a “‘padlock’’ 
injunction issued February 25, 
1925. The proceedings are based on 
a raid by Capt. Guy E. Burlingame 
and his “flying squadron” on Feb- 
ruary 6 last after several alleged 
sales of liquor to prohibition 
agents.

this place on June 11, 1924. 
afterwards moved to 1416 K street 
northwest and was “‘padlocked” at 
this place on February 25, 1925, by 
Justice Hitz. He was afterwards 
brought into court and charged

injunction but was acquitted when 
he proved that he was not in the 
cafe when the alleged sale of liquor 
took place.

Merchants and Theatrical

Opposition to the proposed Sun- 
day observance law for the District

TRADE BOARD OPPOSES 
AIOE FR BELT UNE 


Will Voice Disapproval of 
Project at Senate Hear- 
ing March 27. 


OTHER BODIES IN MOVE

With the announcement yester- 
day that a public hearing would be 
held March 27 on the bill author- 
izing the construction of a bridge 
across the Potomac river for the 
Loughborough belt line, the Board 
of Trade sent notices to the Senate 
reiterating its protest against the 
bill. 

The bill has been passed by the 
House and it is now in the hands 
of a subcommittee on bridges of 
the Senate committee on commerce. 
The proposed railroad would ex- 
tend from Alexandria, Va., through 
Arlington county and across the 
Tiver and _ through Montgomery 
county, Maryland, to Hyattsville. 
‘he plan contemplates the con- 
&truction of terminals and railroad 
yards in the vicinity of Chevy 
Chase, Md., between Chevy Chase 
lake and Bethesda. 

After a survey of the transpor- 
tation facilities and needs of Wash- 
ington and Vicinity, the Board of 
Trade went on record at its meet- 
ing last October as opposed to the 
belt line. 

No congestion in shipping was 
found at the local railroad yards 
and the trade body does not feel 
that the line is necessary for the 
present, or even future, develop- 
ment of the city or nearby terri- 
tory. The project is also opposed 
on the grounds that it would de- 
crease the value of residentia] prop- 
erty along the route of the railroad. 
and that it is not in keeping with 
the aesthetic development of that 
section of the Capital suburbs. 

The Edgemoor Citizens associa- 
tion adopted a resolution at its 
meeting Monaay night “denouncing 
the proposed line as a ‘‘menace to 
our homes, properties and happi- 
ness."’. Copies of the _ resolution 
were sent to the Maryland senators 
and the chairman of the subcom- 
mittee that will conduct the hear- 
ings on the bill. 

The proposal is also opposed by 
the Civic Association of Montgom- 
ery County, the Civic Federation of 
Arlington County, the Washington 
Chamber of Commerce and the 
larger railroads entering the city. 
These organizations, as wel] as the 
board of trade and Edgemoor Citj- 
zens association will be represented 
at the hearing on the bill. 


Model of Ericsson 
Statue Coming Here 


James E. Fraser, New York sculp- 
tor employed to furnish a statue of 
John Ericsson, Swedish inventor of 
the Monitor, ironclad war vegse] 
that vanguished the Confederate 
ironclad Merrimac in the civil war, 
will ship a life-sized model of his 
work to this city next week and wil] 
finish the statue at the proposed 
site for the memorial in West Poto- 
mac park. 

The dedication of the monument 
is scheduled for May 29, and Crown 
Prince Gustaf Adolph of Sweden is 
expected to attend the ceremonies.

The engine had a tall smokd- 
stack and four large wheels.

cars for the passengers. The cars 
were built like stage coaches, and 
people could ride either ifside or 
on top. 

The cars were linked together by 
chains, and when the engine started 
there was such a jar that men were 
knocked from their seats to the 
floor, or into some one’s lap. No 
one was hurt, ‘however, and the 
engine puffed its*way bravely ahead. 
The wood which fed the boiler fire 
was pitch-pine, and caused heavy 
black smoke with sparks as big us a 
thumb-nail. Those on top of the 
coaches put up umbrellas to guard 
themselves (from the sparks, but 
by the end of the first mile every 


umbrella was ruined by the burning | 


of the cloth. Many a suit wag part- 
ly burnt, and each man was a savior 
to the others by beating out the 
sparks as fast as they landed on a 
coat or trouser leg. 

In spite of all these troubles, the 
train made a successeof the trip to 
Schenectady, and back again to Al- 
bany.

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NOUBLE-DECK BUSES 
ONE-MAN CARS HELD 
DOOMED BY RULINS 


Utilities Board Reluctantly 
Permits Replacements by 
W.R. & E. Co. 


ORDER OF YEAR AGO 
PREVENTS REFUSAL 
High Motor Vehicles Objected 
To Because of the Park- 
ing Difficulties. 


Elimination soon of double-deck 
motorbuses and one-man street cars 
from Washington streets loomed, 


the opinion of District officials, as 
a result of two actions by the pub-| 


lic utilities commission yesterday. 

The Washington Railway & Elec- 
tric Co. was first denied and then, 
on reconsideration, granted permis- 
sion to replace fifteen old-type of 
one-man cars with new, improved 
ones. The commission a year ago 
announced that it would not. per- 
mit wider use of one-nm&in Cars, due 
to alleged slow operation. 

The request to replace the old 
cars met with denial by the com- 
missioners at first, until it was re- 
called at the time of its former 
action it ordered the street railway 
company to remodel its old one-man 
cars, to provide exits at the rear. 
The company asked to replace the 
cars instead of remodeling. In 
view of its former order, the com- 
mission felt that it could not refuse 
and reconsidered its action. 


Future Replacements Banned. 


In so doing, however, it was said 
to have directed that the company 
be informed that similar replace- 
ments would not be permitted in 
future. It was also hinted that 
either old or new one-man cars 
might be ordered off the streets at 
any time for reasons deemed suffi- 
cient by the commission. 

Hardly less drastic in its implica- 
tions was refusal by the commission 
of a request of the Washington 
Rapid Transit Co. for permis- 
sion to purchase and operate six 
additional double - deck motor- 
buses. Coupled with the denial 
was an understanding around the 
District building that future re- 
quest of a similar nature, also, 
would be denied, and that the 
double-deck Muses now in operation 
might be depended upon to wear 
out and pass off the streets. The 
average life of a bus is not much 
more than four years. 

Recent complaints that passen- 
gers on the upper decks of buses 
look into second-story windows was 
said not to have influenced the de- 
cision against the high buses, so 
much as the fact that they cannot 
draw up to curbs to discharge and 
receive passengers, because of over. 
hanging trees, and that, by stopping 
5 or 6 feet out in the street, they 
impede traffic. 


High Buses Upheld. 


Later E. D. Merrill, president and 
general manager of the Washington 
Rapid Transit Co., made the follow- 
ing statement: 

“IT am advised that the utilities 
commission has disapproved the 
purchase of six new double-deck 
buses, and a tentative order for the 
buses has therefore been canceled. 
We hoped to have the buses on the 
street before the middle of April. 

“It was my thought in deciding 
on the purchase that the double- 
deck buses are more desirable than 
single-deck ones for several reasons. 
The large seating capacity makes 
possible a lower fare per passenger 
and brings within the realm of pos- 
sibility the furnishing of a seat per 
passenger ata reasonable fare. The 
square feet of street space occupied 
per seated passenger is only about 
half of that occupied by the single- 
deck bus or street car, so that inter- 
ference with other street traffic is 
less for the same volume of riding. 

“The sightseeing by visitors to 
the city and the pleasure of riding 
by both visitors and residents of the 
city works to the advantage of the 
other riders, as it makes a lower 
fare possible and it is to the ad- 
vantage of the city as a whole in 
the same way that any means of be- 
coming acquainted with the city 
helps to bring visitors and promote 
growth.”’

MEASLES 19 DECLARED 
IN EPIDEMIG o TAGE HERE 


‘Seventy Cases Are Reported 
in Day; Dr. Fowler Urges 
‘ Care by Parents. 


SCHOOLS BEING WATCHED 


‘“‘Measles in Washington has be- 
come prevalent to the extent that 
there is now an epidemic,”’ said 
District Health Officer William C. 
Fowler yesterday. ‘‘There were 
more than 70 cases reported today. 
Seventy cases of any disease is far 
too many for a daily grist.’’ 

Extraordinary measures were 


taken to cope with the spread of 
the disease. Extra medical inspec- 
tors were stationed at schools 
where there are numerous cases to 
watch for the slightest indication of 
symptoms. Children believed to 
have fallen victims to it were sent 
home. 


said Dr. Fowler, ‘‘and it is almost 
locking the barn after the horse has 
been stolen. Measles is highly con- 
tazious before there is any visible 
sign of the sickness. Therefore our 
utmost endeavors can stem only par- 
tially the contagion. There is not a 
health officer in the world, I believe, 
who is not compelled pretty much 
to let it take its course, once it gets 
started.”’ 

The last big measles year in the 
Capital was in 1923, when there 
were 7,610 cases. There have been 
839 this year. Dr. Fowler says that 
although warmer weather will stem 
the tide, he expects the contagion to 
last until late summer and that 
from present ifidications the number 
of cases of 1923 may be equaled or 
even surpassed. 

“Children with colds should be 
kept away from other youngsters,”’ 
he said. ‘‘Measles easily runs intc 
bronchial,pneumonia. Greatest care 
should be exercised in the cases of 
all children who are below physicai 
par.’ 


“STUBBY” DIES; DOG 
GAINED FAME IN WAR 


Mascot Went Fhrough Four 
Major Battles and Was 
Wounded Once. 


‘“Stubby,’’ America’s 
mous war dog, died early yester- 
day. His owner, J. Robert Conrey, 


plans to have the body mounted 
and will offer it either to the Smith- 
sonian institution or to Yale uni 
versity. 

The dog, which was of the Bos- 
ton bull breed, was taken overseas 
by the 102d infantry, which adopted 
him when he wandered onto Yale 
field in the summer of 1917. He 
went through four major battles 
and was wounded once. 

“Stubby’’ was known to all foot- 
ball fans in this city. He appeared 
at every game which Georgetown 
played in recent years and de- 
lighted the fans with his antics on 
the gridiron during intermissions. 
The dog had led every national pa- 
rade in the history of the American 
Legion. The cause of death was 
given as “‘old age.’’

Procedure to renew automobile 
drivers’ permits for a_e definite 
three-year period, in compliance 
with the amendment to the traffic 
act that has passed the House, is 
being worked out pending approval 
of the bill by the Senate, it was 
announced yesterday by Assistant 
Director of Traffic Moller. 

There are 205,109 old operators’ 
permits outstanding. Many of these 
are ‘‘dead,’’ their holders having 
left the District. No one knows 
how many. The language of the 
amendment that passed the House 
says that reissuance of the cards 
shall begin as soon as the new law 
becomes effective, and that all shall 


have been renewed by the end of 
a year thereafter. 


Issuance of Permits Monthly. 


This is accepted by the traffic 
department as authorization for 
“‘staggering’’ new permits, that is, 
issuing some each month, so that 
instead of expiring all at one time, 
at the end of the three-year period, 
they will come for renewal in 
monthly installments. 

Details are not yet ready for pub- 
lication, but the plan under con- 
struction is designed to save as 
many drivers as possible from hav- 
ing to make trips to the District 
puilding or traffic bureau. 

Based on old records, new appli- 
cations for permits will be mailed ; 
to all at present authorized to: 
drive. Those who receive the ap- 
plications will be asked to fill them 
out and mail them, with checks for 
the $3 fees, to the police traffic 
bureau. Thereafter the permits 
will be mailed back. 


Correct Addresses Desired. 


“There must be many cases of 
women, unmarried when they re- 
ceived permits, who have married 
since,’’ said*‘Col. Moller. ‘If these 
and others who have changed their 
addresses without notifying the 
traffic bureau will write in their 


| present correct names and address- 


es to the police traffic bureau, 1412
